W ashington, July 18.—While

operators were scattering to their dis­ 
tricts t° reopen their idle mines un­ 
der a mandate from the federal gov­ 
ernm ent with the assurance of pro­ 
tection th at such a mandate implies 
President H arding went into session 
with his cabinet to map out a com­ 
plete program of 
government 
pro- 
ceedure. 
That the long discussed show down 
and crisis is actually at hand, no one 
in W ashington doubted today. The 
president has virtually ordered the 
coal mines of the country to reopen 
under a guarantee of protection of 
federal troops, if necessary to insure 
coal enough to keep the country fror* 
freezing next winter. 
W ith the die cast in the coal strike, 
however, the allied strike of railw ay 
shopmen and its attendant interrup­ 
tion of

amount importance. 
Government officials who would ex­ 
press an opinion freely admitted that 
unless the government is successful 
in its efforts to settle the railroad 
strike, the reopening of the mines 
will be fruitless accomplishment w ith­ 
in a few weeks because there will be 
no cars to transport the coal once it 
is mind.
